FIRST SESSION. 



The first session of the Nineteenth Annual Meeting of the 
Tennessee Pharmaceutical Association was called to order Wed- 
nesday, July 20th, 10 a. m. , by President Wilson.

Our requests to the various manufacturers and jobbers for 
prizes have met with the usual hearty response and quite a few 
to whom we failed to apply, voluntarily offered liberal donation, 
which we regret were made after programmes came from the 
printer, hence their names have been unavoidably omitted from 
list as printed. 

We realize the fact that some departure, more or less 
radical, from methods used for past few years would be wel- 
come not only to you, but to your Entertainment Committee 
and under the circumstances we have attempted a somewhat 
more elaborate program for this meeting which we trust will 
meet with your approval. 
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Your special attention and kindest consideration is urged 
to ward the donors of these prizes. Their kindness toward us 
at these meetings is surely worthy of our preference for them 
in niatters of trade and you can be assured that each one is your 
friend and deserves any favor of a business nature that you 
can throw in their way,

Prof. Ruddiman being absent sent a report from the 
American Pharmaceutical Association, which was read by 
the Secretary, as follows. 

AMERICAN PHARMACEUTICAL ASSOCIATION REPORT. 

Gentlemen:— 

The 51st. meeting of the American Pharmaceutical Associ- 
ation was held at Mackinac Island last August' When this 
meeting is compared with the previous one, which was the 
semi-centennial anniversary of the foundation of the Associa- 
tion, it seems a very quiet affair. In the City of Brotherly 
Love there was so much of historic interest that we were ' 'on 
the go" all the time. But those of us who attended the Mac- 
kinac meeting agree that it was full of pleasure. We had 
time to commune with Nature in one of her most beautiful 
spots. We had time to become better acquainted one with 
another, and I believe that is onfe result that should be em- 
phasized. When we rub elbow to elbow with the best think- 
ers on pharmaceutical subjects, with the men of brains and 
energy, we can not help but absorb some of their thought and 
enthusiasm. 

I would like to give you a full report of this meeting, for I 
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believe there was much that would interest you, but I will speak 
only of the things that impressed me most forcibly. 

Perhaps the one thing that caused the most discussion in 
the Council and the General Session was the Report of the Joint 
Investigating C!ommittee of the American Medical and Ameri- 
can Pharmaceutical Associations on the Proposed National 
Bureau of Medicines and Foods. The report was warmly cham- 
pioned by Doctors Rusby and Jones and as warmly opposed by 
representatives of manufacturing houses. The matter was finally 
referred to a committee and it will be brought up at the Kansas 
City meeting next September. 

In the Section on Commertial Interests, the most important 
article was the address of the Chairman, Thos. V. Wooten, who 
has done so much for the retail .phanq^cist This address has 
been printed in many of the journals < and the resolutions he 
offered are well worth a careful study. 

In the Section on Scientific Papers, the report of the Com- 
mittee on Drug Adulteration caused the most discussion. 
Many valuable papers were presented and to pick out one or 
two papers and say that they are the most important would be 
no easy task. 

Of all of the sections of the Association the one on Practi- 
cal Pharmacy and Dispensing is the one in which the retailer 
is most interested. The statement has been made that the A. 
Ph. A. is made up largely of professors and the papers present- 
ed are too scientific to be of interest to the ordinary pharmacist4 
Both statements are untrue. It is right in this section that 

the druggist is at home. Here are discussed the common 
every day occurrences and the interchange of thought can not 
but repay the druggist for attending the meeting. More time 
will gladly be accorded this section if the druggists will avail 
themselves of it. Ideas gathered from thii§[ section often 
mean the saving of ab aAi^mint'of money many times the ^amount 
paid out to attent the meeting. 

The Section on Education and Legislation is also one that

is of much practical benefit We are all interested in the ad« 
vancement of education and we are often forced, to be interested 
in legislation, even against our wills. The Report of the com* 
mittee on the Acquirement of Drug Habits is one which every 
druggist should read. ''An Antinarcotic Law", by J. H. Beal, 
is one worthy of enactment by every state. Before this sec- 
tion a paper on ''A Conference of Board of Pharmacy Members'' 
was read. It is proposed to have a conference of the Board 
members at the next meeting of the Association. None will 
deny the fact that action on the part of the Boards looking to 
the unifying of the examinations and the recognition of certift* 
cates of other Boards is highly desirable. 

The Conference of Teaching Faculties meets at the same time 
and place as the A. Ph. A. This Association has for its objects 
the raising of the standard of education and unifying the de« 
grees given by the colleges. While as yet but little has been 
accomplished, much may be done. 

I can not conclude this report without an appeal to the 
druggists of Tennessee to join the A. Ph. A. That this Aeso* 
oiation has done much for Pharmacy in the past is a well recog- 
nized fact. It will do as much in the future. It should re* 
ceive your support for you are the ones who have reaped the 
benefits and will continue to reap them.

SECRETARY'S REPORT. 

To THE Tennessee Pharmaceutical Association: 

Immediately after adjournment of our Eighteenth Annual 
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Meeting your Secretary took up the work of formulating and 
publishing the Proceedings, a copy of which was mailed to every 
member of the Association, to Secretaries of other Associations, 
to all the Pharmaceutical Journals, and to firms who advertise 
in our Proceedings. 

In return your Secretary received Proceedings from eighteen 
State Associations, the National Wholesale Druggists' Associa* 
tion, and the following PharmaceuticalJournals, Merck's Report, 
Meyer Bros. Druggist, American Druggist, Pharmaceutical Era, 
Retail Druggist, Southern Drug Journal, Apothecary, and the 
Alumni Report of the Philadelphia College of Pharmacy. 
During the month of August 1903 statements were mailed to all 
delinquent members, several responded with their dues. Again 
January 1904 statements were mailed to all in arrears, and a few 
responded. 

Advertisements have been solicited and we now have 
contracts for more than $200.00 worth of advertisements for 
the present Proceedings. 

In accordance with resolution passed at last annual meet- 
ing ofthisAssociation,the Executive Committee met in Nashville 
at a call of President Wilson, on Monday, March 21st, and took 
the necessary steps to legally change the name of this Associa- 
tion to that of the Tennessee Pharmaceutical Association, which 
name it now bears. 

In accordance with resolution passed at last annual meeting 
I wrote to Hon. A. K. Hancock, State Senator from Memphis^ 
last October tendering to him the thanks of the Association 
for securing the passage of Senate bill No. 23 

When I submitted the names to Governor Frazier from 
which he may select one to fill the vacancy on Board of Phar- 
macy, I also sent him the Resolution urging him to appoint D. 
J. Kuhn on the Board of Phamnacy. 

This year we have dropped several members who have 
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failed to pay their dues, being more than three years in arrears, 
they were dropped from the roll of membership.

WEDNESDAY AFTERNOON, JULY 20

Was called to order by President Wilson. Reading of minutes 
was postponed until next morning session. 

Dues were paid by several members, and one new member 
joined, Dr. S. Z. Bryson. 

Vice-President Clark was called to the Chair and President 
Wilson delivered his annual address as follows: 

PRESIDENT'S ADDRESS. 

To The Tennessee Pharmaceutical Association: 

This is certainly an ideal place for our meeting. The kind 
treatment our host is giving us indicates that he is glad to have 
us, and the warm welcome extended us by the Chamber of 
Commerce of the city of Chattanooga through its representative, 
Mr. Holbrook, makes us feel glad to be here. It would be well 
if we could move this place of meeting alternately to the three 
natural ^visions of our state. 

I caihe from a dry part of the State a dry man. We have 
no mountains in our country where we might, on beautiful 
moonshlney nights, gather the sparkling drops of mountain 
dew, yet I would have you know we are human— from time 
to time we flee to the mountains. Some of the purposes for 
which God created these mountains must have been to instiU 
sentiment and distiU mountain dew. When Robert Taylor con- 
ceived the lofty thought of tickling the Angel's feet from the 
mountain top he must have been speaking on Lookout Moun- 
tain and inspired by mountain dew. 

Washington Irving must have taken thirty days off and 
«pent it roaming these mountains and valleys with his gun and 
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faithful dog, and when the final climax came the mountain 
gnomes found him sweetly napping beneath the spreading 
branches of some wild grape vine and administered to him an 
inspiring draught of mountain dew — hence Rip Van Winkle. 

The immortal Tennyson, England's late poet laureate, must 
have dozed by the side of such mountain brooks as these, list- 
ening to their soothing lullaby when he wrote 

*1 chatter, chatter, as I flow 
To join the brimming river, 
For men may come and men may go 
But I go on forever." 

In my part of the State we may not have this invigorating 
mountain atmosphere— we may not have inspiration from the 
mountain dew — our brooks may not * 'chatter, chatter as they 
flow," but they do flow on forever, steadily, surely, till they join 
the brimming river. 

Like brooks, like men. With a purpose in view, with earn- 
est countenance and earnest heart they t\im not aside from 
obstacles. When you want a steady pull made in behalf of our 
profession call upon the druggists of West Tennessee. 

This is the nineteenth annual meeting of our Association — 
the first under our new name of Tennessee Pharmaceutical 
' Association. For nineteen long years we have been battling 
to raise the profession of Pharmacy to a higher plane, and to 
improve the commercial condition of the Druggists. Much 
good has been accomplished along both lines. The inx>ficiency 
required of Pharmacists admits into the profession only those 
who are efficient, and this of itself will, in due course of time, 
elevate the profession of Pharmacy in dignity and power. It 
has already made it more remunerative to the Prescriptionist, 
as many Druggists' expense account will testify. 

The existence of the present Pharmacy law is the most 
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conspicuous achievement of our Association. To exempt a 
Druggist from jury duty is to recognize his importance at his 
post. 

Aggressive cutting would indicate to the thoughtful man 
that the cutter was conscious of his inability to hold his share 
of the trade without cutting. 

If every Druggist would do what he thinks every other 
Druggist ought to do the difficulties of our Association might 
he eliminated till we had nothing left but our mutual improve- 
ment as Pharmacists. There are but a few branches of busi- 
Tiess in which there exists such keen jealousy in competition as 
in that of the Druggist. Jealousy in anything will lead us to 
the perpretation of acts which we would condemn if some one 
else were the guilty parties. How many little maneuvers do 
we make in business for the sake of trade, and which we pre- 
fer kept from the knowledge of our competitors. Such acts 
have the coloring of injustice, and he who treats his competitor 
with injustice for the sake of trade ought to have a guilty con- 
science. Be brave and put aside jealousy — treat your competi- 
tor right and h§ will soon become ashamed to treat you other- 

wse. 

Except in the larger cities and country stores there is very 

little cutting of prices in our State, The time was, and not 
long jago, when every town feared it would be its turn next 
for this evil to strike it, but now they are feeling reasonably 
saf p. It is not difficult to trace this improved condition of af- 
fairs to organization. While much good has been accomplished 
during our few years of organized effort toward elevating our 
profession and improving our business condition we ^re not yet 
to the * 'half-way post" on the road to our reasonable anticipa- 
pation. Our organizations are very far from perfect, mainly 
through the lack of individual support, and this is placing 
us, in an indirect way, a prey to all other organizations. • The 
liod carrier, the brick layer, and the carpenter are all organized 
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SO that the house you sell drugs in is built by organized labor at 
prices to suit the laborer. Railroad companies and railroad 
employees are organized so that your freight costs you precisely 
what other organizations say it shall, and so throughout the 
list, the price of nearly everything you pay for is regulated by 
some organization, but' the price of what you sell is regulated 
by competition. With the wholesale price of chemicals ad- 
vanced on an average of 15 per cent, in the last four years, and 
the retail price remaining the same, how can the Druggist ex- 
pect to feel the wave of prosperity which has swept over our 
country? 

It is inconsistent with the present general trend of busi- 
ness affairs in the United States that Druggists should permit, 
this condition to remain, and I believe they will not. Our 
State Association and the N. A. R. D. are growing more potent, 
every year, and their influence for good is becoming more per- 
ceptible. It is necessary for our self protection that we sup- 
port our organizations. There is protection in them that na 
man can gain for himself, and there is protection in the N. A. 
R. D. , and the A. Ph. A. , that our State Association can not 
give us, so I most earnestly recommend that we not only main- 
tain our connections, as an Association, with the N. A. R. D.» 
but that we give that body and the A. Ph. A., our heartiest 
support by becoming individual mombars of the A. Ph. A. sub- 
scribing for the N. A. R. D. notes, and neglecting no oppor- 
tunity to further the cause. 

We hear much complaint of the confidential rebate given by 
the representatives of some wholesale drug houses to some 
retailers. 

We suppose thie representative does this with the full knowl- 
edge and sanction of his house, for we do not believe he paya 
this rebate from his private funds. This is cutting of the worst 
kind when done by a house proposing to do business on a higher 
plane, and which sanctioned the Tripartite method. 
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We have insisted that the wholesale Druggists help us in 
every honorable way they can to maintain retail prices. Now, 
if we find cutters in the wholesale ranks and patronize them do 
we not treat the honest wholesaler with as much injustice as 
does the cutter, and do we not nurture the principle which 
we condemn. 

Our Pharmacy laws are mainly good and wholesome, con- 
sidering the present public sentiment concerning the business. 
From time to time changes will become necessary as the public 
as well as the Druggist become better educated on the subject. 
It is simply impossible to prevent the violation of the spirit of 
Section 11 even to a moderate extent. ' If a merchant at some 
country store is allowed by permit to use Morphine and other 
Poisons in filling prescriptions he is going to sell them over the 
counter. I see no remedy for this other than time and educa- 
tion. Had it not been for the efficient work of our Legislative 
Committee our last general Assembly would have passed several 
exceedingly obnoxious bills. Our laws are a bulwark that we 
do not want battered to pieces, therefore we recommend . that 
some of our best pickets be placed upon this post to guard our 
general interest. 

The direct contract and serial numbering system adopted 

by Miles Medical Co. is probably the best plan for its purpose 

yet proposed. I think there are many Druggists in the State 

selling Miles medicine who have not signed the Miles contract, 

and would recommend that the incoming officers be specially 

requested to make a crusade against violations of this plan. 

It is our duty to the Miles Medical Co. and to the retail Drug 

Business at large that we do all we can to make this plan a 

success. In the Western division of our State the country 

stores are supplied with proprietary medicines by wholesale 

groceries. 

These wholesale groceries buy both from manufacturer 
and wholesale Drug Houses. Wholesale groceries are spring- 
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ing up in small towns all over the country— in towns where 
there are no* wholesale drug houses. The country store must 
buy groceries where it can buy drugs. This drives the whole- 
sale grocery into keeping proprietary medicines and some drugs 
in towns where there are no wholesale drug houses. There 
are two ways of fighting this evil. First, find what proprie- 
taries these wholesale groceries handle and discourage the sale 
of them, and do not buy from the wholesale drug house which 
sells to these wholesale groceries. Second, establish a 
wholesale drug business and persuade the grocer to give up 
this branch. 

I am convinced that in time all our serious difficulties will 
disappear, but it can be done only through organization. Then 
let us cling to our organizations as if for life. Let us support 
them zealously with our funds, and with personal effort. 

It is superfluous for me to speak of the work of the Secre- 
tary and entertainment committee, for you know what these 
men do is done well. They are the right men in the right 
places and should be kept there till they grow too old to serve, 

and then retired on full pay.

The Committee on Papers was continued as a committee to 
award prizes.

COMMITTEE ON PRESIDENT'S ADDRESS. 



To The Tennessee Pharmaceutical Association: 

Your committee to whom you referred the President's Ad- 
dress, respectfully submitted the following report: 

The able address of our President we most heartily endorse 
and commend his many valuable suggestions, not only to the 
members of this Association but to every Druggist in the State 
of Tennessee. 

We would emphasize his recommendations that every mem- 
ber of our Association subscribe to the N. A. R. D. notes, and 
suggest that the Secretary be directed to take and forward all 
subscriptions for same to headquarters. We would urge all 
members present, who are not already subscribers to subscribe 
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now and pay the small sum of 50c to the Secretary. We endorse 
the recommendation of the President as to meeting alternately 
in three natural sections of the State. The Eastern, Central 
and Western, and suggest that the Association select suitable 
places for meeting each year. 

In accordance with this recommendation we heartily indorse 
and recommend the passage of the following resolutions (which 
passed with an amendment from Mr. Owen, that the Crescent 
Chemical Co. 's name be used along with that of the Miles Medi- 
cene Co. 's on serial numbering and direct contract plan. ) 

RESOLUTIONS. 

Whereas, The pharmacists of the United States are over- 
whelmingly in favor of just and humane laws, and are con- 
vinced that the Mann Bill now before Congress, amending the 
statutes relating to patents upon medicinal articles, is in the in- 
terest of the sick and suffering ; and 

Whereas, The passage of this bill will prevent the grant- 
ing of patents by the United States Government to citizens of 
any foreign country which does not grant corresponding patents 
to Americans and prevent the patenting by any body of medi- 
cinal substances, patents being confined to processes rather 
than the article manufactured; and 

Whereas, We are confident this change in the patent laws 
would not work injury to any American manufacturer who is 
entitled to protection, but on the contrary would prove an in- 
centive to still greater achievements in the science of Chemis- 
try, rewarding research and discovery which the present laws 
discourage; therefore by the Tennessee Pharmaceutical Associa- 
tion be it 

Resolved, That all members of the Association are cordi- 
ally urged to write their respective representatives in Congress, 
asking them to vote for and actively support the Mann Bill, 
known as H. R. 13679. 

Resolved, That the executive officers of the Association 
are instructed to use their best efforts to secure the passage of 
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the bill mentioned co-operating with other pharmaceutical 
bodies to this end. 

Whereas, Our internal revenue laws impose a tax of 
$2.06 on each wine gallon of commercial alcohol marketed,^ thus 
greatly increasing the cost of that substance and placing a 
heavy burden on the industries in which it is a necessary raw 
material; and 

Whereas, The reduction of the tax from $1.10 to 70 cents 
per proof gallon ($2.06 to $1.31 per wine gallon) would greatly 
benefit the manufacturing industries of the country, and would 
cheapen the cost of many articles of general consumption ; and 

Whereas, Such tax reduction would result in practically 
no loss of revenue to the government since, with a lower tax 
rate, the use of alcohol for manufacturing purposes would be 
greatly increased, and the illicit distillation of spirits, from 
which no revenue is now derived, would be made unprontable, 
therefore by the Tennessee Pharmaceutical Association be it 

Resolved, That we heartily favor a reduction of the tax 
on alcohol to 70 cents per proof gallon, and urge the enactment 
of the legislation for that purpose, and to this end hereby in- 
struct our executive officers to co-operate with the N. A. R. D, 
and other interested Associations. 

Whereas, The constructive and defensive work of the 
National Association of Retail Druggists during the past five 
years has been of such a character as to inspire confidence in 
the success of its plans for turther improving the financial 
condition of the retail drug trade, therefore by the Tennessee 
Pharmaceutical Association be it 

Resolved, That the loyalty of the Association to the 
National Association of Retail Druggists is hereby re-aflirmed. 

Resolved, That the Direct Contract and Serial Num- 
bering Plan authorized by the Cleveland and Washington Con- 
ventions of the N. A. R. D. and put into operation by the Dr. 
Miles Medical Co. and Crescent Chemical Co., is hereby 
commended and endorsed, and that all members of the Associ- 
ation are urged to give the plan their active support, and to 
give those Manufacturers marketing their preparations under 
this plan preferential consideration. 
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Resolved, That it is the sense of this Association that 
all proprietary Manufacturers who have not as yet adopted 
the Direct Contract Plan, should make every possible effort 
to secure to the Druggist his rightful profit through the estab- 
lishment of the minimum price schedules and other practical 
methods, ultimating in the adoption within the ensuing year 
of a direct contract and serial numbering system that will 
usher in and maintain full prices. 

Resolved, That the incoming officers and committees of 
the Association are hereby directed to co-operate in every prac- 
tical way with the officers and committees of the N. A. R. D. 
and its local branches in order that all these bodies may work 
in closest harmony, and to the greatest common advantage. 

Resolved, That the individual members of this Associ- 
ation are urged to work vigorously to make the efforts of the 
N. A. R. D. successful, to the end that the commercial pros- 
perity of the retailers of our State may be advanced and the 
welfare of the retail druggists of the entire country may be 
improved. 

Resolved, That the incoming President of the Associ- 
ation is hereby directed to appoint delegates to represent the 
Tennessee Pharmaceutical Association at the 1904 Convention 
of the N. A. R. D. wliich convenes in St. Louis, October 10—14.

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PRACTICAL SUGGESTIONS ON THE BUSINESS SJDE OF PHARMACY.

X By the business side of Pharmacy, the writer presumes is 
meant the successful side, which in my opinion is the buying 
side, for an old merchantile adage states that, ^'Gciods well 
bought are half sold,'' and this applies aS weQ to pharmjicy as 
to other lines of merchandise. 

Successful buying mainly means that the buyer must keep 
posted on the various immediate and prospective changes in 
prices— that he should be able to judge from the various sources 
of information at his command, the probable future conditions, 
as for example, — when the pap.ers were full of the probabilities 
of war a few months ago, he should have been able to discern 
that Camphor and Carbolic Acid that are used in the manufac- 
ture of smokeless gunpowder would advance, besides other 
drugs that come from the orient, such as various oils and spices, 
would advance on account of scarcity of production, and a prac- 
tical successful buyer would have laid in a reasonable advance 
supply. 

Quantity buying is also one of the features of the successful 
business side of Pharmacy, not only quantity buying in the 
matter of staple patent medicines, but m«re particularly that of 
drugs and sundries, for example, take Persian insect powder; 
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if from a careful tabulation of purchases made you find use 
for 100 lbs during the season and you have been buying it in 5 
or 10 pound lots at a cost of say 23 cents a pound and you can 
buy 100 pounds at one time for about 17 cents why it is a good 
and justifiable policy to purchase the 100 pound quantity and 
thus save from 20 to 25 per cent, in price. 

But again take the other side of the question as to disposition 
of quantity; learn to look upon your competitor as a natural 
human as yourself, cultivate, his friendship and between. you 
profitably divide quantities that you could not use as individual 
buyers. 

Now as to the disposition of a dead quantity that you had 
4>urchased; say for example that you had an excellent sale on a 
particular fad and had been, buying in i dozen lots, but to get 
an extra 10 or 20 per cent, had purchased a gross and then the 
fad had died out, and left you with the largest part of your 
quantity purchase on hand,, better cut the price at once to cost 
or even less, get rid of the sticker and use the money in your 
business; to be successful you must not only be a good careful 
buyer, but ^Iso one that is not afraid to use the knife wheit 
needed. 

The credit question is *lso one of the most important onea 
that appear to the successful business man. .The writer has 
one store in a neighborhood where credit is predominant and 
during the* four y^ars th^t the store in question has been in ex- 
istance, it has not on its emitire books $50 that can be consid— 
ered lost, and the reason for it is this. The business is pre- 
sumed to be cond^ct^d on a strictly cash basis, which, in the 
drug profession, is an impossibility, but when a regular cus- 
tomer comes in and wishes a small accomodation, and tella 
you he will settle with you, on pay-day (which, for example i& 
railroad pay-day) say 12th,. and he comes in and settles, well 
and good, we would be willing to trust him for a reasonable 
amount again, but suppose pay-day comes and. he does not . 
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settle as promised, then his account is cancelled, even thougb 
the amount is only a few cents, and further credit is refused ;^ 
on the principle, that it is better to lose a small accourit and 
know it is lost, than to continually allow it to grow and b& 
uncertain about its ultimate payment.. 

Also a Suggestion as to your attitude, toward your clerks^ 
who are actually one of the most potent powers to success* 
Never ask a clerk to do anything in way of work, or in dealings 
toward a customer, that you would not have been willing to do 
yourself in your clerkship days. 

Also encourage them as much as possibte in the advance- 
ment and perfecting of new practical ideas of their own. Pay 
them a percentage on their sales of your own preparatio*^s» 
and whenever your business profits justify the act, increase 
salaries. The writer believes the judicious application of these 
principles in any progressive store will bring its share of 
success. 
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MHAT ARE THE BEST METHODS OF ADVERTISING THAT CAN BE 

ADOPTED BY THE RETAIL DRUGGIST.

To the progressive ph^irmacist there are two questions that 
ever present themselves : "Is my advertising a paying invest- 
ment ?'' and "Are the methods I have adopted the most effec- 
tive ?" These questions like Banquo's Ghost will not down, 
but will continue to be a puzzle, so long as there are stores, so 
long as there are different men to operate them, so long as. 
there are various ways of advertising, yea — 

* 'Forever and forever as long as the river flows, 

As long as the heart hath passion, as long as life hath woes." 

It has been fully demonstrated that it pays to advertise, 
yet it is a certainty that vast sums are annually wasted on in- 
judicious methods. 

Among the various successful methods is the newapaper, 
but it is only so as long as it is wisely handled. Yet to adhere 
to newspapers to the neglect of other modes is a grave error. 
Still if you desire to pursue no other line, do not adopt the anti- 
quated style of the merchant who placed an ad in the local 
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paper when he began business and let it remain unchanged un- 
til his assignee ordered it stopped. Frequent change is a trite 
subject, but let me impress that persistency and new matter are 
essential to fruitful results. Printers' ink is the lubricant to 
the axles of the wheels of commerce. While the people who 
have made money by advertising are countless, the people who 
have lost money by advertising are — well, there are a lot of 
these, tco. 

As to persistency ; when you were a barefooted boy play- 
ing "Shinny" with the neighborhood boys in an adjacent field 
and your mother wished you to do an errand for her, did she 
from somewhere back in the house say in a mild voice "John". 
No, gentlemen, she got out on the back stoop and called vocifer- 
ously "John!" If you did noti*eply again, was borne upon that 
evening breeze in what appeared to you thunder tones, * * John 
Henry, if you don*t come here immediately I will!" By this 
time you had heard and started,. That's the way to advertise. 
Don't be quite so hard but keep at it ; keep something doing. 
The store that can run successfully without advertising is one 
exception and not the rule. 

Aside from the newspaper, the show window is one of the 
most profitable methods of advertising: yet there are many 
pharmacists who have not learned how to make money out of 
their show window. Window trimming not only beautiflies the 
stores but attracts attention and puts coin in the money drawer. 

In that gqldeaage of literature when the "Virgin Queen" 
ruled the destinies o| the Anglo Saxon powers, when "Rare 
Ben Jonson" charmed crowds of delighted listeners, and 
Shakespeare r^ad his immortal tragedies, amid the applause of 
an admiriugf„cofirtin.t>tfe regal gardens of Kensington palace, 
surrounded by the culture and refinement of "Old England", if 
there be truth in? the writers of that age then the abode of the 
apotheeary injght ,vei^ justly be Irfc^l^ and his windows 

the receptacle of stiifF vile and unsightly. 
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But in this progrressive age, no other part of the store so 
imperatively demands your attention. 

To properly dress the show window of a pharmacy is no 
feast of fancy, and had Alexander been a window trimmer in- 
stead of a warrior he would have had no occasion to weep that 
there were not oth^r worlds to conquer, for at every step in the 
inarch of progress new barriers arise that needs must be burn- 
ed away. Still it matters not how laborious the task it will 
prove a winner if the display be attractive. 

Another profi .able method of advertising is the mailing list, 
liet this embrace every family within trading distance of your 
«tore. A circular or a booklet is more personal than a news- 
paper ad can be. Besides it reaches the people and they will 
be influenced by it. This may appear an expensive method, but 
there is no other way in which you can directly reach just the 
people you are after and all of them. If the trade of a family 
is worth $20.00 a year, then you should be willing to risk twen- 
ty-five cents per annum to get and hold the business. For this 
amount a suitable circular, letter or booklet can be sent each 
family once a month. Do you know of a better investment ? 
If you are in reach of the country trade, the Rural Free Deliv- 
ery offers a reliableand economical system for distributing cir-. 
<;ulars, etc. The carrier cannot distribute your ad matter, but 
he Js privileged to carry passengers. Employ a boy and send 
Jiim with the carrier on his route and have the boy distribute 
your ad matter as the carrier distributes his mail. 

Another business puller is to have printed matter on hand 
at all times to enclose in packages that leave the 3tQre; nothitg 
imfo'effivesthe pizMfe more witfe:thei&]pl^risi^ 6F& fifiv' th«i to 
ihave given them each time, they visit your store some evidence 
that th^ir trade is sought and appreciated. 

As regards the medical profession, write each practitioner 
a^ letter once each month, call their attention to the complete^ 
nessiof your stock, of your ability to supply the newer inrepara- 
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tions, of the high grade work done at your prescription counter, 
and around each prescription that leaves your store, wrap a cir- 
K^ular similar to one attached :

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In advertising, remember it is not only direct sales you are- 
after, but the regular trade of the pe ^ple who read your ads. 
If you secure the trade of half a dozen families a year their ul- 
timate business would be apt to repay all the cost of your cam- 
paign for the year in which you secured them. Advertise pro- 
perly and keep driving at it. It will not help much '*To strike 
the nail on the head ' ' unless the nail was started in the direc- 
tion in which you want it to go. Start you ad nail in the right 
direction and keep hammering at it and success will crown vour 
efforts. Make it a rule to place advertising matter of some 
character in each house in your vicinity at least once each 
month. 

The time is now when the pharmacist must seek the trade 
and not vice versa as of yore, arid competition is so strong that 
every legitimate effort must be made, for this is an age of pro-- 
gression and aggression. 

One of the surest methods of advertising is an attractive 
store and I say this without fear of successful contradiction. 
Keep your bottles bright and sparkling, your show cases polish- 
ed, the prescription case scrupulously clean, the graduates and 
spatula bright, and the pill tile, ditto. I long to see the day 
when cleanly stores with tastily arranged interiors and hand- 
some windows,^ striking to the eye and pleasing to the taste, 
shall be the rule and not the exception; when we arrive at that 
period the corner grocery and the dry goods store, will cease to 
be a formidable rival in the sale of toilet and other goods ; the 
drug store will be as attractive as its enterprising neighbor and 
cease to fear its marauding rivals, then and not until then will 
the weary druggist, scanning the dark clouds of '*Hardtimes'' 
see as Napoleon.«aw years ago, a ''Sun of Austerlitz illuminat- 
ing the sky of prosperity. ' ' 

The ways Xo make a store attractive are without number, 
but there is one ^^i*i^ ne naatter how^ ipei^ thi^ stock, which 
3 ust be always that and no other way, and that is cleanliness. 
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Cultivate this principle and you will fortify yourself with one 
of the valuable adjuncts of business success. A clean, well ar- 
ranged store, costs no more rent, taxes or other expenses, than 
does a slovenly, repulsive show of a tasteless mass of goods; 
neither does it destroy more goods to keep them clean and 
bright^ than to permit the gathering of sufficient dust to hide 
their value and style from the vision of a possible customer. 

If you are blessed with a telephone system don't let your in- 
strument be simply a wall decoration, get busy. The following 
**ads'! are self explanatory and will prove profitable if adopted. 
Have them printed on mailing cards and mail one each week 
f(.r six weeks to all telephone subscribers you wish to reach, 
after that remind them from time to time as occasion may 
require.

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In advertising be truthful, be original, don't be a land pi- 
rate and steal your neighbor's thunder; * 'Better a week of 
originality than a year of imitation. " Remember you are striv- 
ing for perse nality, dont seek some one else's, all business is 
conducted along the line of personal opinion and the man whose 
views are along the right line, who makes claims and substan- 
tiates them, is the man who receives recognition and profits 
thereby. 

We are standing upon the banks of the mighty stream, 
Progress, that has grown broader and deeper as successive cen- 
turies have rolled away, gathering in strength and intensity 
until to-day the power of its mighty billows are felt on every 
shore. Old things have passed away, and a new order exists, 
no longer can gilded promises be made that were never intended 
to be fulfilled, but an advertisement must be as truthful as 
'•Holy Writ." 

It hath been well said, * 'There is nothing in weaving a halo 
of romance about your goods; gayety, flippancy and bombast 
are to be avoided. Never make claims that you are not pre- 
pared to make good. " Advertising properly handled will ele- 
vate the small business and cause it to grow in that easy, con- 
tinuous way that pays, after spurts and booms are dead and 
forgotten ; it will widen and expand the large business along 
safe and sure lines; it finds a market for a g3od thing and finds 
it promptly. All this and more, advertising is doing and 
will do. 

In conclusion let me add, fight shy of the fakers who are 
always presenting new schemes; there is not a cent in those 
things for you— nay, not one— you don't even get good will, you 
ar® simply posting yourself as an easy mark for the next man. 
Stick|to legitimate lines, and keep them going. Ona ad won't 
do the work. Make your advertising a campaign of education. 
Tell the people something worth knowing, something they will 
remember. You are not building for to-day, but for future 
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days and years. Build well or the structure may fall. 

Get the thought fixed in your mind that advertising is an 
investment and not an expense. Advertise in an intelligent, 
thoughtful manner and it will earn more dividends than any 
other part of your investment. 

Make a daily list of people who order goods of you either 
verbally, written or by telephone, and at the close of the day's 
business, address each of them a card after this: 

Dear Sir:— 

We had the pleasure of receiving an order for 
drug store goods from you yesterday, and we take 
this occasion to thank you for the same; we trust 
the goods were entirely satisfactory. 

We wish to assure you of our appreciation of 
your trade and will endeavor to merit your con- 
tinued patronage. 

In the rush for new business do not forget the old friends; 
old customers are as valuable as new ones. It is well to get as 
many new customers as possible but it will not pay to secure 
them by neglecting regular patrons. 

In every package that leaves your store, put a counter slip. 
The following is a good one: 

*'We thank you for trading with us to-day. If 
the goods suit you, tell your friends, if not, tell us." 

During the last twelve months, has your business grown or 
shrunk? No business can stand still; it will move up or down 
the scale. When you have assured yourself as to the direction 
in which yours has been moving, just investigate and you will 
be pretty apt to find that it has advanced or retarded according as 
you have made good or ill use of your advertising opportunities. 
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THE BENEFIT AND ADVANTAGES OF THE TRAVELING MAN TO 

THE PROFESSION.

It is such a long time ago that the custom of sending oxit^ 
agents to the trade was established that most people now in 
business do not know of any other system. 

Formerly the merchant put his money in a pair of saddle 
bags, mounted his horse and rode to market, often a great dis- 
tance, shipping his goods by wagon. It is not necessary to call 
your attention to the inconvenience of that system. Even im 
the old days of stage-coach and wagon, ther^ were a few 
* 'agents" sent out. These were mainly for special purposesr^ 
These were not known as "'drummers,'' but were dignified gen- 
tlemen, designated * 'commercial agents'' or "representatives.** 
Gradually the custom has grown until now it has become a ne- 
cessity, and the force of commercial travelers is a great armjr 
in numbers. 

If a dealer goes to market he cannot afford to go oftener 
than twice a year; is necessarily in a hurry when he reaches 
market, calls on his favorite jobber, gives him his whole order 
without scrutinizing prices very closely, often buying goods 
that he later regrets having purchased. The traveling mjot 
comes twice a month, is always ready with the newest and 
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best things, and can give you all the information you desire as 
to their composition, quality and general desirableness, and also 
can tell you how they are going in other markets. He is al- 
ways in a good humor, and always looking to the interest of his 
customer. To be a true man he must ever keep in mind the 
good of the house he represents, yet, it is possible for him to 
work for the greatest benefit to his house and at the same time 
give his customers the best bargains. I maintain that a man is 
serving his house best when he serves his customer right, there- 
by making friends for his house. 

If there were no traveling men, and you were forced to go 
to market, the money you spent would be lost to the town in 
which you live. Not only one, but a hundred traveling men 
call on you during the year; each of them has spent his money 
with your hotel and various other interests about town, indi- 
rectly benefitting you. Each of these men is anxious to sell you 
goods in the special line he represents. He knows all the low- 
est prices of all his competitors, and knows also that you are 
acquainted with the best prices, consequently will do the very 
best he can at the start. 

Instead of hurrying through the stock in a city you take 
your time at your own store or sample room and make your se- 
lections with care, comparing his prices with quotations, buying 
from one such goods as he is cheapest on and saving the balance 
for someone with a better price. If you happen to be busy the 
day he calls he will wait until the next day. He is an accom- 
modating fellow. 

The traveling man dare not misrepresent his wares because 
it is too easy for him to be caught, and deception practiced one 
time would be at the expense of all future business. This is 
aside from his honesty, and I believe all traveling men now- 
adays are honest. 

I have known many cases of druggists failing to be specific 
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in their written orders and blaming the jobber for guessing 
wrong when it had been left to him to guess the particular kind 
wanted. There is no danger of this when the traveling man is 
present, because he will find out. 

I might mention a number of ways that the traveling man 
is useful but modestly forbid. 

It is very convenient to have him call ; you like him ; you ex- 
pect him. I believe you will agree that you need him, and that 
there is more good than bad in him.* There are a great many 
uses for the traveling man. If you need a new clerk or a better 
one, you depend upon him to furnish one, and usually get just 
what you wanted. 
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IS THfc SODA FOUNTAIN PROFITABLE AND HOW TO MAKE IT 

MORE SO.

This is a question which I think can be easily answered in 
the affirmative, that is, tacken in a general way, and there are 
many conditions under which it might or can be true. A soda 
fountain helps the appearance of your store and makes it more 
complete. It brings customers into the store that you would 
not otherwise get, and in a great many instances, they make 
other purchases, which are profitable to you and consequently 
it is profitable in an indirect way. 

There are a great many stores that do such an immense 
soda water business that it is highly probable that the profit on 
soda fountain more than equals the profit on drug business, 
that is, during the summer months. I believe that business 
with all of us is a little more quiet during the summer months, 
and the soda fountain about, or more often, more than makes 
up, for what the drug business falls off, or loses. 

The amount of business and the profit derived therefrom 
depends largely on how you conduct your fountain, in other 
words, the business is what you make it, and, of course, this is 
true of any business. 

A soda fountain properly kept requires a vast amount of 
attention, as they should be cleaned and polished each day, and 
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the soda water boy can easily spend at least two hours of his 
most valuable time in attending to this each morning. 

Where the soda fountain is unprofitable, I believe, it is 
more often due to lack of attention, or through waste, as there 
are a great many times when your ice is wasted through excess 
of ice, and then, on the other, there is waste from lack of ice 
sometimes, that is, for instance, when you fail to keep your 
fountain w^U iced, also at times when you fail to keep your ice 
cream well packed it melts and you lose it, or at least it becomes 
icy and unfit to be served. Also the keeping of your syrups in 
good condition, as when not properly kept they often spoil and 
are lost. These are all leaks in the soda fountain business and 
should be corrected, and our soda water business will be more 
profitable. 

There are just a few points to which we can work to and 
make our soda fountain more profitable. 

1. Keep the fountain clean and attractive (here I would 
like to add that a few green plants add largely to the appear- 
ance of the fountain) . 

2. Use only the best syrup from pure fruits, such as are 
used by our worthy Chairman of Entertainment Committee, 
Mr. Coleman; in this I do riot mean to say anything against 
other fruit syrups, but have used J. Hungerford Smith's syrups 
for the last five years and find them par excellence. 

3. Keep your fountain well iced, but not excess of ice, as 
this cuts into profits. 

4. Consider for whom you are making the drink, as ladies 
and children like soda water sweet and good deal of foam, while 
gentlemen usually like it not so sweet and drawn for solid, that 
is, with more water. Serve them quickly and courteously, 
which indicates that we wish them to come back again. 

I think that if we will all keep these points before us and 
do our best to carry them out that we will find our soda foun- 
tain will pay us and will continue to grow more and more 
profitable. 
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TTHRaDYANTAGE OR DfSDVANTACE OF THE METRIC SYSTEM.

During: the last decade of the eighteenth century, while the 
infamous French Convention was doing its most bloody work, in 
iShe name of ILiberty and Equality; the French Academy of 
Science, assisted by representatives from many governments, 
^was devising>e3id completing a system of weights and measures. 
An exact ^measurement was made on the surface of the earth, 
mt ^ water level, from the equator to the pole. This distance 
^ismakiivitted into 10,000,000 parts, and one of these parts was 

• called a metre, the unit of length in the metric system, an 

♦ equivalent of 39.3707904 inches, in English measure. A cube, 
' each ^ of whose sides was one tenth of a metre long, made a 
i litre, ^€he wiit of capacity. The weight of a cube of distilled 
^matLtei:, ^ a certain temperature, each of whose sides was one 
Imndreefltli of a metre long, was called a granmie, and is the 
«pat mi weight. The decimals of this system have Latin pre- 
fixes, deci, centi and milli. The multiples with Greek prefixes, 

<r deca, hecto, kilo and myria. Such, in brief, is the metric sys- 
'vJaem. It was adopted by the French in 1801, and has gradually 
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come into use in all the principal countries of the world, witii 
the exception of England and the United States; and this 
country has made it legal by legislative enactment, but it is?- 
still a dead letter as far as its practical every day use is con- 
cerned. When we consider that its application, when once 
learned, is as easy, and is identical with our decimal currency, 
everything going by decimals or decuples of the unit of meas- 
urement, the wonder is, that it has not come into iise long ago. 
The importance that it bears to Pharmacy is, perhaps,, more 
marked than in any other profession or business. All branches 
of science, all manipulators in chemistry, all manufacturers of 
Pharmaceuticals, and all analyses set forth their results in the 
metric system. Our dispensaries and pharmacopiaes, all phar- 
maceutical journals and allied literature, all medical and scien- 
tific formulas use the metric system, and the druggist can 
hardly take up any work that belongs to hiis business that the 
metric system d6es not stare him in the face, and he must . 
learn, or he will often miss the kernel that he wishes to digest. 
In the practical work of the' druggist, the same difficulties pre- 
sent themselves. We buy ether by the gramme or cubic centi- 
meter and sell it by the ounce liquid measure. We buy chloro- 
form by the pound, avoirdupois weight, and sell it by apotheca- 
ries' liquid measure. We buy various things by the meter and 
sell by the inch. We buy many drugs 437i grains to the ounce 
and sell 480 grains to the once, and I venture to say that very 
few druggists have a clear idea in their minds of the ratio that 
one table bears to the other. We have two different sized 
pounds, and two different sized gallons, and I am not certain 
that there are not three, and two different sized ounces. My 
arguments in favor of the metric system are: simplicity— yon 
learn one table and you have learned them all ; ten millimetres: 
make one centimetre, ten centimetres make one decimetre, ten 
decimetres make on metres, ten metre make one dekametre, ten 
dekametres make one hectometre, and so on, all the tables are. 
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alike except the unit of measurement; its universality— all the 
nations of the globe use it, the same table is used whether you 
wish to measure the distance to a star, or the size of a- microbe; 
whether you wish to determine the weight of the earth, or the 
cubic centimetre of one of its gases; its necessity— every drug- 
gist, if he keeps up with his business, must know something of 
the metric system. Why not make it a part of his professional 
knowledge and use it whenever he can? The whole system 
can be learned in one hour's time, so as to be remembered 

I have made this paper short, purposely so, and have not 
touched upon the advantages of the metric .system to non-pro- 
fessionals and the great mass of the common people, but it 
could be readily shown that that is the main object to be de- 
sired—its use by everybody, and I hope the time is not far 
distant when the metric system will be in as common use as the 
old, outgrown English system now is.

Dr. Chas. M. Greve, of Chattanooga, Tenn, was 
born in Kiel, Germany, Aug. 27th, 1842, and came 
to this country as a young man. He enlisted in 
Co. B, Sixty-Second Kansas Cavalry and served 
with distinction in the war between the States. 

After taking his degree as M. D. he began the 
practice of medicine, but failing health forced him 
to give up his profession, and, in connection with 
his mother, he established a drug business in Cin- 
cinnati, Ohio. In July, 1888, Dr. Greve removed 
to Chattanooga and resumed the business of Phar- 
macy, which he continued with success until the 
time of his death, July 4th, 1904. 

Dr. Greve was First Vice-President of the T. S. 
D. A. 1894-1895, and served as chairman of many 
important committees, being always deeply inter- 
ested in the work of our Association. 

Upon receiving the endorsement of the T. S. D. 
A. , he was appointed as member of the Tennessee 
Board of Pharmacy and was honored by that body 
by his selection as President, and served in that 
capacity until the spring of 1904, when forced to 
resign on account of feeble health. 

Dr. Greve leaves a wife, Mrs. Jeannette S. 
Greve, an honorary member of our Associatien, 
and two daughters. Misses Dorothy V,nd Harriet. 

A man of truth and honesty of purpose, he com- 
manded the love and respect of all who knew him. 

Resolved, That in the death of Dr. C. M. Greve 
we have lost a true friend, an earnest worker, an 
honored official. 

Resolved, That a memorial page be set apart in 
the Proceedings of the Convention, in token of our 
appreciation of his.life, and sorrow in his death.

ARTICLE L 

This Association shall be called 'The Tennessee Pharma- 
ceutical Association/' 

ARTICLE II. 

The object of this Association shall be' to promote the inter- 
ests of the Druggists of the State, and to encourage the enact- 
ment of such laws as shall be for their advantage and protection. 

ARTICLE III. 

Section 1. The Association shall consist of active and 
honorary members. 

Sec. 2. Any Druggist or Pharmacist residing in this 
State, of good moral character and professional standing, may 
become an active member of the Association. 

Sec. 3. Chemists, Pharmaceutical Journalists, and scien- 
tific men may be elected honorary members, who shall not be 
required to contribute to the funds of the Association, or be en- 
titled to vote or hold office. 

ARTICLE IV. 

Section 1. The officers of the Association shall be a Pres- 
ident, three Vice-Presidents, one to be selected from each divis- 
ion of the State, a Secretary, a*^d a Treasurer, who shall consti- 
tute the Executive Committee. 

Sec. 2. All the officers shall be elected annually by ballot, 
and hold office for one year, or until their successors are elect- 
ed and installed. 

Sec. 3. Their duties shall be such as usually pertain to 
the offices Which they severally hold. * 

Srid 4. The Treasurer shall disburse no moneys except 
by ordfef* of the President, attested by the Secretary. 
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ARTICLE I. 

Section 1. The meetings of the Association shall be held 
annually, on the third Wednesday in July. 

Sec. 2. The place of the next meeting shall be determined 
by the Association when in session, otherwise by the Executive 
Committee. 

Sec. 3. Special meetings may be called at the request, in 
writing, of ten members of the Association, if the objects of 
the call be approved by a majority of the Executive Committee. 

ARTICLE II. 

Fifteen (15) members of the Association shall constitute a 
quorum for the transaction of business. 

ARTICLE III. 

Section 1. The name of any one entitled to membership 
under the Constitution shall be enrolled by the Secretary when 
the application for membership is approved by at least one mem- 
ber of the Association and is accompanied by the annual dues, 
and not objected to by any member of the Executive Committee. 

Sec. 2. Any one who may be deemed worthy of honorary 
membership may be elected by a majority vote of the Associa- 
tion in annual session. 

ARTICLE IV, 

Every member shall pay into the hands of the , Secretary 
the sum of two dollars, in advance, as annual dues of the Asso- 
ciation. All members in arrears of dues for three years shall 
be dropped from the roll. 
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ARTICLE V. 

Section 1. The President shall, before the close of each 
annual meeting, appoint the following committee, each con- 
sisting of three members, viz., Committee on Trade Interests, 
Committee on Membership, and a Committee on Entertainment. 
Also a Committee on Legislation, which shall be of five members. 

Sec. 2. The Committee on Trade Interests shall feport at 
each a.iaual meetii::; tht'ir ojservations and information upon all 
8ubject;3 that m'^v s^^m to them of interest to the Association. 

The Committee on Legislation shall keep a record of the 
enactments of the Legislature affecting the practice of pharmacy 
and the sale of medicines. They shall report at each annual 
meeting of the Association what legislation has occurred during 
the year on such subjects, and recommend such further legisla- 
tion as may be needed. This Committee shall consist of two 
members of the Board and three members of the Association. 

ARTICLE VI. 

The order of business shall be: 

1. Call of the roll of officers. 

2. Reading minutes of previous meeting. 

3. Enrollment of new members. 

4. Election of honorary members. 

5. President's address. 

6. Election of officers. 

_^7. Report of officers and committees. 
• "^8. ^TTnfinTShed business. 
9. New business. 

10. Installation of officers and appointment of standing 

committees. 

11. Good and welfare of the Association. 

12. Adjournment. • 

ARTICLE VII. 

The Constitution and By-Laws may be altered or amended 
at any regular meeting of the Association by a two-thirds vote 
of the members present.

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REPORT OF THE TENNESSEE BOARD OF PHARMACY. 



The Tennessee Board of Pharmacy has held during the past 
year, ending Jan. 18th, 1904, four regular and J[one called 
meetings. 

The first meeting was held at Nashville, April 22, 23 and 24, 
all members of the Board present. Mr. B. H. Owen, whose 
term had expired, was re-appointed by Gov. Frazier to succeed 
himself on the Board for the ensuing term. His commission, 
properly acknowledged, was presented and Mr. Owen was con- 
tinued a member of the Board. The Board was re-organized 
with B. H. Owen, President, and A. B, Rains, Vice-President. 
The Board elected R. L. Eves, Secretary; E. A. Ruddiman, 
Chemist, and Lee Brock. Attorney. 

A class of twenty was present for the examination. Six 
obtained grade entitling them to registration, and, having had 
the required experience, were granted certificates as Registered 
Pharmacists. Two obtained grade entitling them to certifi- 
cates, but, not having had the required experience, were 
granted certificates as Assistant Pharmacists. Three obtained 
grade for Registered Pharmacist, but had only a few months 
experience; cohsequently they received no certificate. 

At this meeting the following resolution was adopted; 
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Resolved, That the Secretary and President of this Board 
be authorized to issue a temporary certificate as Registered 
Pharmacist to any applicant for registration who has attained 
a grade of 75 per cent, before any State Board of Pharmacy; 
Provided, the examination be written and the applicant have 
had four years experience in a retail drug store. 

Applicant must furnish satisfactory evidence of same to 
said officers. 

The second meeting was held at Monteagle, July 13, 14 and 
15, all members of the Board present. 

Twelve candidates were examined for registration. Four 
were granted certificates as Registered Pharmacists, and six as 
Assistant Pharmacists. 

The third meeting was held at Nashville, Oct. 18, 19 and 
20, all members of the Board present. 

Ten candidates were examined for registration. Three 
were granted certificates as Registered Pharmacists and four as 
Assistant Pharmacists. 

Board met in called session, Jan. 18^ 1904. The meeting 
was called for the purpose of nominating a successor to C. M. 
Greve, whose resignation was in the hands of the Governor. 
Members of the Board present, B. H. Owen, Presiden; A. B. 
Rains, Vice-President; W. A. McBath and J. S. Robinson. 
President Owen stated the object of the meeting, and expressed 
great regret at the necessity of the occasion to nominate a suc- 
cessor to Mr. Greve, he having been a most efficient and valu- 
able member of the Board. Mr. J. F. Voigt of Chattanooga, 
was chosen to succeed Mr. Greve and the Governor notified of 
the action of the Board. 

The fourth regular meeting of the Board was held at Nash- 
ville, Jan. 19, 20 and 21, 1904 — members present, same as at 
previous meeting. 

. The nomination of Mr. J. F. Voigt as successor to Mr. C. 
M. Greve, by th^ Board, was ratified by Gov. Frazier. Mn 
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Voigt was present and presented his commission, properly ac- 
knowledged, and was admitted a member of the Board. 

The Board was re-organized with same officers as the pre- 
ceding year. The Board elected Ira B. Clark, Secretary; E. A. 
Kuddiman, Chemist and Lee Brock, Attorney. 

There were four applicants for registration, one of whom 
obtained certificate as Registered Pharmacist, and one as As- 
sistant Pharmacist. 

The following resolution was offered by J. F. Voigt: 

Resolved, That in Addition to the present rules governing 
the registration of Assistant Pharmacists, the Board will ex- 
amine applicants for this degree, who have had five years ex- 
perience compounding physicians' prescriptions— two years of 
which can be time spent in a college of Pharmacy— without 
requiring the applicant to appear before the Board in person, 
if the Board can in this way satisfy itself of their competency 
and qualification. 

Resolution adopted. 

During the past year samples of preparations and drugs 
have been obtained for analysis from throughout the State, 
from every section. The work has been more comprehensive 
and complete than that of any preceding year. While, in many 
instances, analysis has shown preparations below standard, 
some of them so low as to subject the makers thereof to prose- 
cution, we are pleased to say that on a whole there has made 
a marked improvement in the standard of Pharmacal prepara- 
tions; particularly is this shown of the assays made of Lauda- 
num; the number of samples that came up to the required 
standard was greater than at any previous time.

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SPECIAL NOTICE TO PHARMACISTS. 



In order that every one may become familiar with the re- 
quirements of the Pharmacy Law, the following rulings and in- 
terpretations of the Law by the Board of Pharmacy, have been 
printed, to which the special attention of every druggist in the 
.State is called, and your assistance and co-operation in maintain- 
ing and enforcing the same is respectfully solicited by the 
Board. 

WHO HAS CHARGE OF YOUR STORE? 

The very first requirement of the Law is, that every Phar- 
macy or Retail Drug or Chemical store shall be under the direct 
supervision of k Registered Pharmacist, who shall take 
^charge of and manage the same. 

THE ASSISTANT PHARMACIST. 

A Registered Assistant Pharmacist can attend to all the 
duties of a Registered Pharmacist, except take charge of the 
store. He can only work in a store in charge of a Registered 
Pharmacist, but may, during the * 'temporary absence" of the 
Registered Pharmacist, take charge of the store. 

TEMPORARY ABSENCE. 

The Board of Pharmacy construes the words * 'temporary 
absence" to mean that a Registered Pharmacist can only leave 
his store in charge of an Assistant Pharmacist when it is neces- 
sary for him to be absent on duties connected with the conduct 
of that business, not to exceed two or three days at a time; 
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that he can go out to meals, be out for an afternoon or evening, 
but that he can not go out on a vacation of two weeks, nor can 
he engage in any other business and put in an hour or two a 
day at his store unless he has in his employ a Registered Phar- 
macist who is in charge of the store. The expressed intention 
of the Pharmacy Law is to keep every Drug Store or Pharmacy 
under the immediate charge and supervision of a Registered 
Pharmacist during all the time the Drug Store or Pharmacy is 
open for business. 

APPRENTICES. 

Apprentices may only sell medicines, poisons, etc., or put 
up prescriptions when working directly under the supervision of a 
Registered Pharmacist or Registered Assistant Pharmacist. 

DISPLAY OF CERTIFICATES. 

Every certificate must be kept conspicuously displayed in 
the store in which the holder of the same is engaged. There is 
a fine of not more than $50 imposed by the law on all those 
who fail to comply. 

RENEWALS.. 

Certificates must be renewed on or before the 30th day of 
June of each year. Do not wait for a notice from the Secretary; 
he is not required to send them before that date. The renewals 
for each year are about ready May 1. The fee is $1 for a 
Registered Pharmacist, 50 cents for an Assistant and $1 for a 
permit. Send in the fee with the number of your certificate. 

The form of renewal has been changed, being now much 
larger than formerly, with the year printed in large figures on 
the face of it. Instead, therefore, of putting in the comer of 
the frame it should be pasted in front of the old certificate or 
put in a separate f ram'fe and displayed as required. 
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TEMPORARY CERTIFICATES. 

To meet special emergency cases, the Board will grant a 
temporary license, good only until the next meeting. This 
temporary license is only granted to those who are qualified to 
the Registered Pharmacist's certificate, and who furnish 
■actory evidence that they have had the required experience 
.and are competent to take charge of a store. 

Temporary certificates will only be issued when the party 
^iplying furnishes above required evidence and makes applica- 
tmn for examination at the next meeting of the Board. 

KEQUIREMENTS FOR EXAMINATION AND REGISTRATION. 

The blanks should be carefully filled in, sworn to before an 
officer qualified to administer oaths and having an official seal, 
^i^bich must be attached, then returned with the examination 
fee to the Secretary. 

The form of application sent is to be used by all applicants, 
wurhether Re^stered or Assistant Pharmacists. 

CONDITIONS OP REGISTRATIONS. 

The Board of Pharmacy requires that all persons who re- 
ceive the degree of Registered Pharmacist must be twenty-one 
jrears of age, and must have had at. least four years' experience 
in a retail drug store, and* answer correctly 75 per cent, of the 
Questions asked. 

Assistant Pharmacists must be eighteen years of age and 
bave had two years' experience in a retail drug store, and 
^atswer correctly 60 per cent, of the questions asked. 

Credit will be allowed on the experience requirement for 
.the actual time spent at a school of pharmacy. 

Certificates from other States and diplomas from colleges 
«f pharmacy are not recognized. 

All applicants must pass a satisfactory examination as 
prescribed by the Board. 
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FEES. 

For examination as a Registered Pharmacist $5 00 

For examination as an Assistant Pharmacist 3 00 

For registration as a Registered Pharmacist 2 00 

For registration as an Assistant Pharmacist 1 00 

For permit to sell drugs under Sec. 11 — 1 00 

CAUTION AGAINST SELLING ADULTERATED DRUGS. 

The selling, or offering for sale, of adulterated or inferior 
drugs and medicines subjects the one so offending to a fine of not 
less than $20, nor more than $100. The latest edition of the 
U. S. Pharmacopoeia is the standard for strength, quality and 
purity, and all the drugs; medicines and preparations laid down 
therein must conform to its requirements when sold. 

SALE QF POISONS. 

Persons holding **permits" cannot sell any drugs or medi- 
cines classed under the head of * 'Poisons" except upon the 
written prescription of a registered physician. 

It is unlawful to sell any ''Poisons" to any person under 16 
years of age except on the written order of a responsible adult 
person. All "Poisons" sold, mentioned in schedule A. must be 
recorded in a book kept for that special purpose, in which shall 
be entered the date of sale, name and address of purch^er, 
name and amount of poisons sold, and name of dispenser. Every 
box, bottle or package containing poison, mentioned in schedule 
B, must be labeled with the common name of the article, the 
word "Poison" and the name and place of the seller. 

PERMITS TO SELL DRUGS. 

Section 11 of the Pharmacy law gives the Board the right, 
in their discretion, to issue a permit to persons or firms in small 
towns or places to sell drugs, compound prescriptions, etc., if 
there should be no registered pharmacist established in the 
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locality. The Board has adopted the following rulings in this 
section: The object of this permit being to provide for and 
govern the sale of drugs, medicines, etc. , in places where there 
or no Regigtered Pharmacists, that the community may not be 
put to inconvenience in procuring medicines, therefore, permits 
are not to be issued in places where there is a Registered Phar- 
macist. A regular form of application will be furnished, which 
must be signed by a reputable physician in the immediate 
neighborhood, stating that they believe such person or firm 
applying to be the proper parties to sell and dispense drugs and 
medicines under the restrictions of the Board of Pharmacy. 
These permits allow the parties to sell without restriction all 
medicines required by physicians, provided such medicines and 
remedies are up to the standard of strength and purity required 
by the Pharmacy law, provided they cannot sell any of the 
articles enumerated in schedules A and B of the Pharmacy law. 
except it be on the written prescription of a reputable 
physician.
